Claims 17 - 19 and 30 - 31, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ravi et al. (US 6,292,834) for the same 
reason as stated in previous office action (Paper No. 12). 

Claims 20 - 22, 24, 26 - 28, 32 -36, 38, 40 - 42 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ravi et al. (US 
6,292,834) in view of Brown (US 5,822,530) for the same reason as stated in previous office action (Paper No. 12). 

Claims 25, 29, 39 and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ravi et al. in view of Brown (US 5,822,530) 
further in view of Hang (US 5,1 15,309).
